York sculptor.

New York. The height of the statue

The party spent 
Tuesday morning on a tour of the 
field. At 1.30 the party formed in pa-

The 
killing has been admitted by Shar- 
rah but it is likely exhaustive efforts 
will be made to save him from the 
electric chair by reason of the un- 
written law which oftimes sways the 
verdict of juries.

Later a noise was heard down stairs 
and Sharrah going down round Dear- 
dorff still In the house and after or- 
dering him to leave and threatening 
to kill him if he did not go, Sharrah 
finally got a twelve guage single bar- 
rel shot gun and fired at Deardorff. 
The charge entered Deardorff's stom- 
ach. 


Sharrah after the shooting return- 


ed to his bed and went to sleeo.
